National Schools 
Unfit for Use 


In his annual report, Dr. G. P. 
McCarthy, C.M.O., Clare, condemns 
six Clare national schools as being 
unfit for occupation. and one as 
being “definitely dangerous.” The 
schools condemned are Moy, 
Doolin, Carrowbawn, Ballylough- 
nane, Letterkelly. He adds that 
Miltown-Malbay schools should 
also be replaced by new buildings, 
and that Kilbane is now definitely 
dangerous. 

Dr. McCarthy points out. that 
very lenient standards are employed 
in arriving at an assessment at the 
fitness or otherwise of the national 
schools. Any other attitude would 
result in the wholesale condemna- 
tion of the schools, which obviously 
could not be pulled down and re- 
placed by new buildings all at once. 
Any schools condemned as totally 
unfit in Co. Clare are, indeed, sad 
wrecks. The replacement of these 
disgraceful buildings by properly 
constructed new schools is, he.says, 
a matter of vital urgency and once 
which should not be delayed. The 
primary schools should receive full 
attention before grants are made for 
the erection of other schools, 
colleges, and university buildings.

ME: JINNAH, President of the 
> All-India Moslem League, 
has been given full authority by 
the Council of the League to 
negotiate with Mr, Gandhi, states 
Reuter. The two leaders will meet 
at Mr. Jinnah’s house in Bombay 
in the middle of August.
